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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 51-56 under 35 USC 1 12, 1 st paragraph will be maintained for 
reason on record and reason as follows: 

A) Applicant argues: 

1 ) References (Ulman, USPN 5753600, 6790460, and 604701 5) to 
demonstrate that benzalkonium salts generally are antimicrobial 
independent of the anion. References allow for benzalkonium salts 
be in the amino acid, fatty or anionic residue of phosphate, 
phosphonate, sulfonate, or sulfate form. 

2) Activity of benzethonium chloride resides is the benzethonium 
cation, not the chloride anion. 

B) Examiner argues: 

1 ) Applicant provides no data for the various benalkonium salt forms 
disclosed by the prior art references in instant application. Note the 
references disclose salts that can be in the amino acid and fatty 
acid form. These forms raise concerns since amino acids and fatty 
acids are known to show activity in many applications. 

2) While this may be true for the benzethonium chloride, Examiner still 
questions other anionic forms of benzethonium salts such as the 
amino acid and fatty acid benzethonium salts. 

Examiner maintains that applicant's claims are not commensurate in scope with 
unexpected results provided in instant application. 
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II. Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 47-50 are allowable for reason on record. 

III. Other Matters 

The last sentence in the first paragraph of page 3 should have read as follows: 
The group of benzethonium salts created should be structurally similar to 

the benzethonium chloride disclosed in the instant examples.
